In All History No Such Opportunity 
Has Ever Come to Any Country as 
That Which Now Awaits Us, 


Says Form er Secretary. 


Washington, June IG.—Former Sec- j 


retary of State Bryan in the first sec- j 


lion of his statem ent, “The Causeless i 


W ar,” issued today, prophesied that 


the greatest peace making epoch in 
history is certain to come to the ignit­ 
ed States, and declared there will be 
a demand for an international con­ 
ference with the return of peace to j 
change the international law's. 
' 
“Under the stress and strain of the 
Titanic struggle in which they are 
engaged,” Mr. Bryan’s statem ent says, 
“each side has felt itself justified in 
encroaching im the rights 
of 
neu­ 
trals, and the ocean highways have 
been to some extent appropriated for 
war purposes. 
“Just at this time when these ques­ 
tions are most acute the belligerent 
governments are less able 
to 
deal 
with them with calmness and poise, 
which 
their 
great 
importance de­ 
mands. 
“All neutral nations seek for the 
w ar to end, hut our nation has more 
reasons for the return to peace, and 
this nation, the head of the neutral 
group and the sincere friend of all 
belligerents, is in duty bound to set 
an example. 
“In all history no such opportunity 
has ever come to any other nation 
as that destined to come to the Unit­ 
ed States. 
In all history no nation 
has ever been in position to claim as 
rich a blessing as that which will be 
pronounced on our 
president 
when 
the time of mediation comes.” 
Mr. 
Bryan 
graphically 
describes 
the horrors and afflictions of the war 
and says: 
“Neutral nations cannot 
look 
on 
with indifference. 
The ties binding 
them are too strong. 
This is espe­ 
cially true of the United States. 
Ev­ 
ery nation of Europe has contributed 
liberally to our citizenship and these 
and our countrymen, born here and 
descended from foreign born, cannot 
but take a lively interest in the re­ 
sult of the war, and a still larger 
circle shares the sorrow' of those di­ 
rectly connected.”

W H Y NOT C H A N G E D A TES? 


The fact that 
“Good Hoads days” 


this year wore not observed as gen­ 
erally as formerly gives rise to the 
question of whether or not the time 
selected is the best for all concerned. 
It would seem as 
if 
the middle of 
June finds the farmers too busy with 
the care of 
their 
crops 
to permit 
them to get out and work the roads, 
no matter how much they may favor 
the idea and desire to aid in carry­ 
ing it out. At this season every hour 
Is precious to the man 
who has his 
land seeded, and who knowns that he 
must snatch 
every possible moment 
between daylight 
and 
darkness 
to 
rare for the young plants that mean 
everything to him. Counting the days 
that he can not be in 
the 
fields on 
account of rains and (hosp following 
when the ground can not be worked, 
the average farmer finds the time all 
too short at this particular season to 
accomplish those things that are ab­ 
solutely necessary to insure any sort 
of a crop, to say nothing of the extra 
care which if given 
will 
largely in­ 
crease the yield of his land. 
The fanner, like men of many oth­ 
er occupations, must do his work at 
the time that it is needed to be done 
to produce the best results, and often 
the delay of even a day 
or 
two in 
going over a field may 
result 
in a 
large decrease of production, if not 
an almost total failure. 
City men, as a general rule, do not 
appreciate 
the 
thousand 
and 
one 
problems that the men on the farms 
have 
to 
solve, 
the 
things 
with 
which they 
must 
contend 
day by 
day, and the obstacles they must over­ 
come if they w*ould reap a plentiful 
harvest. 
Some idea of these difficulties may 
be gained by undertaking to raise a 
garden and having one’s whole heart 
in its success. 
The? countless failures 
and disap­ 
pointments—too much rain at times, 
too little at others, tho

rows clean, the bugs and posts, and

time. When his crop is “laid by,” or 
when it is 
harvested 
and perhaps 
marketed, he above

welcome the opportunity to join with 
his neighbors in the splendid work of 
road improvement. 
Perhaps if the 4 ft08 ^or these unit­ 
ed efforts should be changed to later 
in the year the results 
would come 
much closer to 
meeting 
the expec­ 
tations of those who are 
leaders in 
the movement. 
Anyway, it wouldn’t be a bad idea 
to try the plan suggested 
and give 
the farmers a fair 
chance 
to show 
what they will do when unhampered 
by the imperative demands of their 
growing, crops.

education, city clubs, women’s patri­ 
otic and 
civic organizations, social 
agencies, patriotic societies, and be­ 
nevolent and fraternal 
organizations 
of foreign born residents. 
These committees are 
arranging 
citizenship receptions for newly nat­ 
uralized 
citizens, 
and 
a 
national 
Americanization 
day 
committee 
is 
assisting these 
mayor’s committees. 
Among the features for this occasion 
already adopted by various 
cit’es is 
the giving of special 
recognition 
to 
the new citizens 
by 
having special 
admission tickets for them and their 
families so that, on entering the au­ 
ditorium, they will 
be 
ushered to a 
special raised platform on the stage. 
After American 
national 
airs have 
been rendered by 
a band, orchestra 
or singing societies, the pledge of al­ 
legiance will be recited in unison as 
the American flag is unfurled and tho 
entire audience stands 
and salutes 
the colors. 
Several 
cities are plan­ 
ning pageants or tableaux presenting 
in vivid 
form 
American 
history; 
moving 
picture 
films, 
like 
“Uncle 
Sam at Work,” will be shown. Among 
the things the speakers will /empha­ 
size on this occasion are; That every 
foreign speaking person 
in America 
should learn 
English 
by 
attending 
the public schools, because the Eng­ 
lish language is the master 
key to 
American opportunities and life and 
the first step to real citizenship; that 
every 
illiterate 
immigrant 
should 
learn to read and write 
so that he 
can read American 
newspapers and 
attend 
personally 
to

matters, and that

ren, native and foreign born, be given 
civic training in 
both

day schools, so that every one in our

William Howard 
Taft touches briefly on the Mexican 
situation, and what he has to say is 
significant in that it outlines a possi­ 
ble political issue in 1916.

lar view. Mr. Taft writes: 
Take Mexico: We have a navy 
large enough to take all the ports 
of that country. 
What 
is 
the 
greatest restraint on us ifrbm in­ 
vading Mexico? 
It 
is 
that we 
have not an adequate army. 
It 
would require 200,000 men to go 
in and pacify that country—and 
probably more. 
It 
would need 
the organization of a new army. 
The people know* that. Great in 
some respects as is the tempta­ 
tion to abate 
the international 
nuisance at our doors, 
and sub­ 
due the anarchy that is fast sap­ 
ping the lifeblood of a country, 
in whose prosperity and welfare 
we h a v e so 
great 
an 
interest, 
there Is no popular 
pressure on 
the government to enter on such 
a policy. 
A Mexican issue in 1916 was inevi­ 
table, and if the Washington govern­ 
ment had 
continued 
the “watchful 
waiting” policy it 
is 
probable that 
the republican 
makers 
of medicine 
would have taken the other horn of 
the dilemma, and demanded that this 
country step in and 
compose Mexi­ 
can affairs with an iron hand, in the 
interests of humanity. But since the 
Taft article 
was 
written, probably 
two or 
three 
months 
ago, 
before 
there was any sign of a changed at­ 
titude at Washington, it must be ac­ 
cepted as 
a 
sincere expression of 
opinion. If there is no “popular pres­ 
sure” it is due largely 
to 
the fact 
that the attention of the masses has 
been diverted from 
Mexico, particu­ 
larly in the last ten months. This is 
a condition that will change with the 
threat of intervention, and it is quite 
likely that President Wilson will find 
plenty of support for his new policy.

of her first case: 
“The 
commandant

whom I was assigned to work had 
taken me far up toward

front, 
where a Belgian battery was station­ 
ed. 
While he 
attended 
to 
some 
trifling injuries there came the sound 
of cannonading, and news that the 
Germans were attacking the very sec-; 
tion where we were working. 
“Suddenly, at what seemed the last 
minute of safety, two Belgian stretch­ 
er-bearers, without a stretcher, rush­ 
ed up to me. 
They said there was a 
man badly wounded somewhere up 
the road. 
I found a stretcher and 
went off with them to look for him. 
“We went on and on. 
It probably 
w*asn’t more than 500 yards, but it 
seemed like a very long ways, it seem ­ 
ed impossible to find the house. Then 
somo-^omen came running and point­ 
ed out the place. 
The stretcher bear­ 
ers hurried off with their stretcher. I 
followed. 
“The man, horribly hurt, with a 
wound like a red pit below* his should­ 
er blades, was brought and laid on the 
stretcher. 
He lay there quietly on 
his side, in a posture of utter resigna­ 
tion to anguish. 
“He was a Belgian peasant, clumsi­ 
ly built; he had a broad, rather ugly 
face, narrowing suddenly as the fringe 
of his whiskers became a little strag­ 
gling beard. 
But to me he was the 
most beautiful person I had ever seen. 
I loved him. He w*as my first wound­ 
ed man! 
“I tried—I still try—to persuade my­ 
self that if I hadn’t bullied my two 
bearers and repulsed an attempt to 
get my stretcher away for some other 
patients, he wrould have been left be­ 
hind in that little house. We got him 
out of the yard all right, and on to 
the paved road. 
Then, to my horror, 
the bearers dumped him down on tlv* 
paving stones. They said he was much ing shirts f()p S taters, 
too heavy. 
They 
couldn’t 
possibly 
carry him unless they rested. 
“I didn’t think it was exact Iv the 
moment for resting, and told them so 
in several languages. 
The Germans 
were likely to come around the turn 
in the road at any time. 
You juicer 
know*! 
'“But the bearers stood stolidly in 
the middle of the road and mopped 
their faces and puffed. 
The situation 
began to be as absurd ana terrible as 
a nightmare. 
So I grabbed on one 
end of the stretcher and said I wrould 


carry it myself. I said I wasn t very 
strong, and perhaps couldn’t do it, 
but anyhow, I would try. 
“They picked it up an once then, 
and started off at a 
good 
swinging 
trot over the rough paving stones, 
jolting my poor patient horribly. 
I 
suggested that they w*alk 
on 
the 
smooth path at the side. They hailed 
this suggestion as a most brilliant and 
original idea. 
“As my patient was brought into 
the village w*here the 
battery 
w*as 
stationed, the ambulance had got its 
♦wounded and was ready to go. 
But 
he liad to have his wound dressed. Ile 
lay there in the middle of the street 
and I had to wrateh while the surgeon 
stuffed his wound 
with 
antiseptic 
gauze. 
I had always supposed that 
the dressing of a wound wras a cau­ 
tious and delicate process. 
But it 
wasn’t. 
There was a careless audac­ 
ity about it. The surgeon worked rap­ 
idly, unmoved, as if he wrere stuffing 
an old crate with straw*. 
And it was 
all over in a moment or two. 
There 
seemed something indecent 
in

haste with which my Belgian was dis­ 
posed of. 
“Then the surgeon remarked casual­ 
ly that my patient’s

London, June 16.—War falls heav­ 
ily on the poor. Food and coal have 
steadily advanced iii price, and many 
husbands and fathers have given up 
comparatively fair w*ages for a shill­ 
ing a day and 
the 
king’s uniform, 
with only ii small government allow­ 
ance for the support of those left be­ 
hind. 
Typical examples of 
the struggles 
of soldiers’ 
dependents 
have 
been 
published in one of the London news­ 
papers. In one case a soldier’s wife 
says that where she previously paid 
out .So.15 for living expenses for one 
week, she now pays nearly $5. Rent 
rnjjv costs her 85 cents a wreek, food 
$1.75, and tile remainder goes to va­ 
rious benefit clubs and for other ex­ 
penses. But between the government 
allowance, her husband’s 
commuted 
pay and the work she gets from the 
Queen’s Needlework 
guild by mak- 
she 
is able 
not only to put/a shilling a week in­ 
to tile bank, but another one aside as 
a clothing fund. 
Among 
this 
woman’s 
items 
of 
weekly outlay is a shilling to a fea­ 
ther club, which she explains as fol­ 
lows: 
“I am in a feather club to get a 
lancer plume, 
which 
will 
cost 
15 
shillings l l lienee ($4). If you don’t 
wear a good hat in Whitehorse lane 
they say you are coming dow n in the 
world, and 
I 
don’t 
want 
them to 
think that. 
Also a nice hat makes 
you feel young, and really I am only 
very young. 
I 
always 
try lo look 
clean and decent.” 
Another story comes from a 
la­ 
borer’s wife, who has one son in the 
army and two sons, aged respective­ 
ly, 13 and 2 years, at home. Her in­ 
come is 15 shillings a week from her 
husband, 2 shillings 
6 pence from 
the Soldiers’ association and the same 
from the 13-year-old boy when work­ 
ing and four shillings earned by her­ 
self at shirt making, altogether 
24 
shillings, or $6. 
Bread, she says, is 
their heaviest 
expense, since they use 
four loaves 
a day, costing $2.20 a week 
Rent 
comes to $1.25 altogether, and mere 
cost of living leaves only a few* pen­ 
nies out of the weekly income. Meat 
in the form of a stew is a luxury for 
Sundays. Bread and margarine is the 
main food of the family. 
Her story 
continues: 
“I spend nothing on myself. I don’t 
remember 
when 
I 
had 
any 
new* 
clothes. I don’t belong to any feather 
clubs; I am too old for that—I’m 40. 
Some times the children run errands 
and so get a penny to spend on the 
moving pictures. 
They like the cow­ 
boy films. 
My husband works very 
long and very hard, but allows him­ 
self only 3 pence (6 cents) a day for 
outside meals. 
He has no^money to 
go anywhere, so he goes to bed. 
I 
have plenty of w*ork to do. 
I tion i 
know what business means. My wed­ 
ding ring went a long time ago for 
bread, and now* I wear a brass one. 
But the hardest 
thing 
to 
bear 
is. 
when a lady visitor 
asks me why I 
don t put something away lot n rain} 
day.” 


“Lady-Bugs” 
Feed 
Upon 
Plant-Llce, 
Scale insects ar.d Other Pests— 
Entitled to Protection. 


(By W. E. BIUTTON.) 
The beetles commonly known as 
lady beetles, “lady birds,” “lady-bugs” 
or plant-louse beetles, are among the 
very best friends of the farmer or 
alant grower, because they feed in 
both larval and adult [stages upon 
plant-lice scale-insects, and the small 
larvae and eggs of other and larger 
noxious insects. 
Dr. S. A. Forbes ex­ 
amined the stomach contents of 39 
specimens, and found that one-fourth 
of their food was composed of plant- 
lice; though they ate some, vegetable 
food, such as pollen and spores of 
fungi, a greater portion of their food 
consisted of insects. 
Though many persons are more or 
less familiar with lady-bugs, some are 
not acquainted with their habits or [ 
life histories, and do not, therefore,

recognize them as friends. Thus many 
of these helpful little insects are de­ 
stroyed, when they should be carefully 
protected. 
One of the most conspicuous ex­ 
amples in history of controlling a pest 
by means of lady-beetles occurred in 
California some twenty-five years ago. 
An Australian insect known as the 
fluted or cottony cushion scale."ap-* 
peared in California on orange trees 
and spread so rapidly over the state 
that the extensive orange growing in­ 
dustry was threatened. 
By request, 
Mr. Albert Koebele was appointed 
agent of the United States to attend 
tho Melbourne exposition, and while 
in Australia paid special attention to 
searching for the insect enemies of 
the fluted scale. 
A lady beetle was 
fsund feeding upon 
the scale and 
specimens 
w*ere collected, and five 
separate lots (altogether about 500 
specimens) were brought from Aus­ 
tralia to California and placed upon 
tile scale-infested trees. 
The lady- 
beetles multiplied and their progeny 
were soon transported to each orange 
growing section. 
In a few* years the 
cottony 
cushion 
scale 
had 
been 
brought under complete control^)}* the 
Australian lady-beetle; it has never 
since done much damage on the Pa­ 
cific coast, and the orange industry 
still flourishes. 
In a less striking manner and on a 
smaller scale our native lady-beetles 
are 
continually demonstrating their 
ability to clean up shrubs, trees and 
even orchards which were severely at­ 
tacked by plant lice. There are about 
250/ different kinds of lady-beetles in 
this country.

Legislators, have 
never attempted, but it is a taoist im­ 
portant 
problem, especially to sec­ 
tions of a State where new railroads 
are needed. The placing of securities 
has been left entirely with the pro­ 
moter and owner of railroads. 
“The immediate determination of 
w’hat earnings the railroad shall be 
permitted to receive and what bur­ 
dens it shall have put on it is in the 
hands of other servants of the public | meet the increased capital charges 


—the Legislators and the Commis­ 
sioners. 
“Managing a railroad is quite differ­ 
ent 
from managing a government 
where the money is raised by taxa­ 
tion. 
When the expenditures, for 
good reasons or otherwise, increase, 
taxes can be equally increased. 
The 
railroads, wiiile servants of the pub­ 
lic, cannot raise money with such 
ease and facility. The railroads must 
keep their expenditures within their 
incomes 
because while they have 
some control over their expenditures 
they have almost no control over their 
incomes, their rates being fixed by 
public authorities. 
“There is not a railway manager lh 
the country today who is not fearful 
that under the press of increasing de­ 
mands the transportation systems of 
the country will, in a few years, break 
down, unless the railroads are allowed 
to earn larger funds wherewith to 
build it up. 
There are vast sections 
of the country, especially iii the West, 
where more railroads are needed audfc 
they cannot be built unless the rail­ 
ways raise new capital. 
“People invest money, in order to 
make money, and they 'are skeptical 
as to whether they can make money 
by investing in concerns that are dealt 
with stringently and unfairly. 
Rail­ 
road securities must be made more 
attractiye to invite investments, and 
in order that they may be made more 
attractive, the roads must be allowed 
earnings that will enable them to
